THE PENDLETON BILL PASSED AT 
LAST.

Wasuineton, December 27.—In the morn- 
ing session of the senate several petitions 
were presented for the passage of the bill for 
the increase of pensions to one-armed and 
one-legged soldiers; and also in reiation to 
the repeal reduciion on the tax on tobacco; 
and to allow a rebateof the tax paid on 
stocks or bonds. 

THE SUBSIDY QUESTION. 

Hoar offered a resolution which was adopt- 
ed instructing postmaster-general to send to 
the senate a statement showing how much 


money had been paid to steamship compa- 
nies for the transportation of the mails of 
the United States to foreign countries during 
each year since 1840, what part of such sum 
during each year had been paid to companies 
owning steamships’ sailing under the 
American flag; what companies have ever 
received sums in excess of $5,000 during any 
fiscal year sincé 1840 for transportation of for- 
eign mails, specifying how much was paid to 
such companies each year since payment was 
in excess of $5,000, and also bow much mon- 
ey, if any, had been paid to American steam- 
ship lines as gratuity, or subsidy or other- 
wise, except from mail or military transpor- 
tation, referring to the authority under which 
uch payments were made.”

At the close of the morning business Sena- 
tor Pendlelon’s civil service bill was taken up 
according to the understanding when the 
senate. adjourned Saturday night last. Pend- 
ing the question wasan amendment offered 
by Senator Hawley to add as an additional 
section to the bill reported by him from the 
committee on civil service reform, to prohibit 
solicitation or collection of political contri- 
butions by officers of the government from 
other government officers or employes. Sen- 
ator Beck opposed the amendment as a sham 
because it did not prohibit such soliciting by 
all persons, whether government officers or 
not, and Senator Vest offered again in anoth- 
er form hisamendment to that effect re- 
jected on Saturday. The amendments were 
supported by Beck, Vest and George, and op- 
posed by Hawley, Lapham, Harrison and 
Sherman. Senator Vest’s amendment was 
rejected by .a vote of 18 to 27. Senator 
George moved to amend asectionof Hawley’s 
@imendment prohibiting solicitation or re- 
ceipt of contributions ter political purposes 
inthe public buildings -so as to extend its 
provisions to the whole of Distuict of Colum 
bia; lost 19 to 27. Senator Blair offered the 
following as an additional section: No person 
habitually using intoxicating beverages, sha!| 
be appointed to or retained in any office busi 
ness or employmentjio which the provisions of 
this act are applicable. Senator brown movy 
edtoamend the amendment by inserting 
after word ‘‘beverage’’ words ‘‘to excess” 
agreed to. Senator Bloir spoke brietly 
support of his amendment. 

FACTIUUS EDMUNDS, 

Senator Edmunds suid the amendment as 
itstood contained a legal implication that 
other vices were to be excluded from consid- 
eration by the civil servica commission, and 
to cure this defect by insertrng after ‘‘intoxi- 
cating beverages’ words “‘oris guiity of any 
other immoral habit. [Laughter]. After 
some discussion the amendment was agreed 
to by avote of 32 to 16. Senator Biairs’s 
amendment asamended was agreed to. Sena- 
tor Plumb offered an additional section which 
was adopted, providing that where two or 
more members of a family .are_ in 
public service in grades covered 
by this act no other member of such familv 
shall be eligible to appointment in such 
grades. Mr. Piumb offered an amendment 
fixing the term of office of appointees at six 

ears, subject to removal for cause, and al- 
OWing reappointment without re-examina- 
tion, but providing that no person should be 
permitted to remain in office longer than 12 
years, The amendment lost. 

Senator George wffered an 
providing tuat the sending by 
mail or otherwise to any 
goviroment officers, or em; lo: e any letter or 
print cuntaining a solicitation of contribu 
tion for political purposes, or receiving of 
such communication by mail or otherwise, 
should come under the penalties prescribed 
inthisact. The amendment was lost.

SENATOR MORGAN'S IDEA. 

Senator Morgan offered an additional sec- 
tion, providing that no recommendation of 
any person who shall apply for office or place 
under the provisions of the act which may 
be given by any senator or member oi the 
house of representatives, except as to char- 
acter of the applicant, shall be received or 
considered bv. any pefson concerned in ma- 
king any examination or appointment 
under this act. gAgreed to. Yeas 26, 
nays 16. On motion of Senator Alli- 
son the provision in the bill that 
the chief examiner should be removed only 
for cause, and after notice and a hearing wa3 
stricken out. Senator Logan moved to make 
salaries of the commissioners $4,000 a year, but, 
his motion was lost—yeas 21, nays 24. Sena- 
tor Allison moved to reduce the salary of 
chief examiner from $4,000 to $3,500. Sena- 
tor Plumb moved to make it $2,500. Both 
motions were lost. Senator Plumb moved to 
make it $3,000, which was agreed to. Senator 
Plumb moveu to. strike out all re- 
lating to the chief examiner, but 
it was lost. Senator Brown offered an amend- 
ment providing that when a vacancy occurred 
the selection should not be confined to per- 
sons in office at the time; bu®% should be open 
to other citizens desiring positions, and that 
an outside competitor should receive ap 
pointment :f superior in qualifications to 
those in ce. Thefamendment was lost; 
ayes, 20; nays, 23. 

SENATOR JONAS'S HOPE. 

Senator Jonas said he was in favor of the reform 
of civil service and he had waited patiently in 
nope that this bill would be put in such a shape 
that he could supportit, buthe was disappointed. 
lf the amendment offered by Senator Pugh, apply- 
ing examination to those in office as well as to 
those outside, had been adopted, he would have 
voted for the bill. But as it stood now it was 
mere pretence andsham. He did not oppose the 
bill asa party man, or asan enemy to its professed 
object. He believed that the civil service was ina 
large measure incompetent if not corrupt, and that 
it needed to be reformed. In his .own city, New

SENATOR BROWN AGAIN. 

Senator Brown said that his amendment 
fair division of 
patronage between the parties betore the 
non-partisan civil service should com 
mence, and other amendments tendine 
toward fajrness had been voted down by a 
republican party.vote. This seemed to show 
very clearly that the republicans cid 
not desire that there should be a fairdisitribu- 
tion of the offices; but intended to’ hoid on 
to them, so that they might be prepured for 
any misfortune that might befall hem here- 
after. He could not vote for a bill which 
was designed togive the minority of the 
offices to the minority party; nor could he 
see how democrats could support it. Senator 
Coke regarded the bill as an utterly worthless 
response to the popular demand for a reform 
ofthe civil service—a measure which was 
binding upon nobody and which would 
leave the question still to be a 
foot ball of party politics; hever 
theless he would vote for the bill, in hopes 
that by its passage its author might be en- 
couraged to stronger and more practical e¢f- 
forts in the same direction. The bill was then 
passed by a voteof 39 ayes to 5 naves, all the 
the senators present (exclusive of Pairs) vot- 
ing in affirmative except Brown, Call, Jonas, 
McPherson and Morgan. Senator Brown 
moved to amend title of bill soas to make it 
read, ‘‘An act to perpetuate in office_the re- 
publicans who now control the patronage of 
the government (Laughter). The amendment 
Was lost,and the senate at 7 o’clock ad- 
journed. 

; THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—The house was 
called to order by Speaker Keiger. Mr. Neal, 
of Ohio, introduced a bill to punish larceny 
from persons in the District of Columbia by 
imprisonment for not more than six years, 
by fine not more than $10,000 do! lars; referr 
Two or three private bills passed, but 
H Ce, of Missouri, then proceeded to Olyje 
all requests for unanimous consent. The reg 
ular order being demanded, the speaker 
proceeded to call on committees for reports. 
Mr. Steele, of Indiana, from the committee 
on military afiairs, reported a bill to increase 
the efficiency of the inspector general depart- 
ment; referred to the committeeof the whole. 
(Itincreases the number of inspector gen- 
erals {rom five to ten.) The speaker laid be- 
fore the house a report of the j mnt commis- 
sion on the Washington monument. Re 
ferred. After granting several leaves of ab- 
sence, the house at 12:45 adjourned until 
Saturday. 

WASHINGTON, December 27 —The wavs and 
means committee met this morning and re- 
sumed work upon the tariff commission re- 
port. In the scheduie of provisions duties 
were advanced one half cent per pound over 
the commissioner's report on ali grades of 
rice; and on rice flour the rate was changed 
from 2}4 cents per pound to 20 per cent adva- 
lorem. 

SPANISH AMERICAN CLAIMS. 

. WasHineaton, December 27.—The Spanish 
American c aims commission met to-day, 
approved the minutes of yesterday, and, hav- 
ing no further business adjourned sine die. 
The commission has been in existence for 
eleven years, during which period one hun- 
dred and forty claims were considered, rep- 
resenting in agyrezate about $20,000,000. 
Awards were made in 28 cases (including 
tnree awards made yesterday), aggregating 
about $1,200,000. There areeight cases now 
in the hands of the umpire for decision, ag- 
gregating $4,048,600. Four cases, aggregat- 
ing $2,061,000, were rejected yesterday. The 
report to congress will be made when the um-

WASHINGTON, Decemoder 27.—French and 
American ciaims commission to day made the 
following awards: Jean M. Bares, of the 
United States for 150 dollars.

THE NEWS FROM EUROPE: 


THE LEADING QUESTIONS AGiTA- 
TING THE OLD WORLD. 


The French Budget of War Expenses for Tunis—The 
Vatican Aboutto Resume Relatious with Bng.- 
land and Russia—Arabi Bay and his Fol- 
lowers Sent off to Ceylon, E:c., Etc, 


Paris, December 27.—The city is excited 
over a peculiarly Parisian tragedy just enact- 
ed in the Rue de Richelieu. M. Appoport, a 
rich diamond merchanf, had separated from 
his wife and was lying with bis daughter, a 
beautiful gir' of eighteen. It is said that she 
had been deserted by a man who had seduced 
her under promise to marriage, but all that is 
certainly known is that M. Appoport, after 
writing a letter to the police announcing his 
intention, and another letter making arrange- 
ments for a double funeral, plunged a dagger 
into his daughter’s breast and then blew his 
own brains out. Thefather was dead and the 
daughter dying when the police arrived. One 
son, aged fiiteen years, remains, at present 
laid up with typhoid fever. 

Madame Appoport still lives in Paris and 
is well known among a certain set. 

She was the lady who was maltreated in the 
scuffle between M. Paul De Roulde and M. 
Meyer, of the “‘Lanterne,”’ which took place 
at the Odeon some time ago. M. Appopert 
leaves a large fortune behind him, and made 
a will making his son the sole heir. 

FRANCE AND TUNIS, 

Paris, December 27.—The chamber of dep- 
uties to-day rejected, by a vote of 352 to 110, 
the amendment of M. Camille Pilletan, mem- 
ber for Arles, reducing the Tunisian credit. 
General Billot, minister of war, said the army 
of occupation would be reduced to 20,600 
men, but a credit was necessary in order to 
show that the army of occupation was defini- 
tive. The vote of credit was adopted bya 
vote of 452 to 52.

Negotiations’ wiil commence in 
Washington about the middie of January. 
General Canedo has a good military record. 
He has served in six congresses and is nowa 
member, and has been chairman of comnmit- 
tees of the interior, war, and foreign affairs. 
He waseducated in France and the United 
States and is very American in his ideas and 
sympathies.

The Gregory Casein Washlagton—Ponslonors of th 
Nution- Conkling—Raliroads—The Blind. 
Wasnincton, Dezember 27.—The man- 
damus pPoceeding instituted in the District 
supreme court against the school board of 
this district by James M. Gregory, a colored 
citizen, to compel members of the board to 
show cause why. Eugene M. Gregory, a col- 
ored youth and son of the complainant, 
should not be allowed to attend the Prescott 
free school has been renewed by the attor- 
ney of Mr. Gregory, the application having 
been before dismissed on technical grounds. 
This case is an outgrowth of the drawing of 
the color line in the public schools. General 
Birney, the president of the school 
board, has requested of the district commis- 
sioners that tne district attorney be instruct- 
ed to resist the proceedings of Mr. Gregory. 
The Prescott schvo! is one of the regular pub- 
lic schools of the district, supported in whole 
or in part by congressional appropriation. 
‘ —. interest is manifested in the result of 
| s case, as there is great prejudice among 
white pupils and their parents against the 
children of colored citizens and the 
school board has once felt compelled 
to yield to this prejudice upon considerations 
of expediency, and to order that separate 
schools be maintained for the youth of the 
two races. The mandamus proceeding is 
based upon constitutional grounds, and by it 
Mr. Gregory seeks to obtain from the district 
judiciary a declaration of the status in the 
District of Columbia of the colored race as de- 
fined in the consti‘utional amendment, and 
the legislation of congress in pursurance of 
the amendment bearing upon the subject. 
GOOD NEWS FOR THE BLIND. 

Wasnineton, December 27.—Lhe commit- 
tee of ways and meaus have reported favora- 
bly on the bill providing for the importation 
duty free, of books printed for the blind. 
The report says it knows of no firm or insti- 
tution in the land engaged in printing books 
for the blind, except the blind asylum at 
Louisville, which makes them under its au- 
Spices at the expense of the government. 
The committee believe the abolition of duty 
would make these books more accessible to 
this unfortunate class, for whose use they are 
exclusively designated. 

RAILROAD LANDS. 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—Senator Van 
Wyck has reported to the senate his bill 
agreed upon by the committee on “yams ic 
lands, which ——— to compel railroad com- 
panies to pay taxes on lands granted by the 

“government. It provides that lands for 
which the companies are entitled to patents, 
on payment of the expense of surveying,and 
yet refuse to take patents, shall, within one 
year after the time the companies become en- 
titled to patents be forfeited to the United 
States and made part of the public domain. 
The Union Central and Kansas Pacific are 
said to be the companies principally affected 
by this measure. The amountof land in- 
volved, approximating 10,000,000 acres, are 
located in Kansas. Nebraska, Colorado and 
Wyoming, Utah. Nevada and California, 

CONKLING AS A CURIOSITY. 

WASHINGTON, December ‘eonkling, al- 
though out of political life, has not lost his 
attraction for the multitude. He argued in 
connection with Senator Kdmunds a case in 
the supreme court to-day, and the court 
room during Conkling’s argument was crowd- 
ed tosuffocation.

PENSIONBRs ON THE ROLIA. 

Wasnincton, December 27.—The — sec- 

wretary of the interior sent to the senate a 
statement in answer to a resolution of in- 
quiry addressed to him some days ago regard- 
ing the number on the pension rolls, the 
number of applications, and various other 
things upon which Senator Platt desired to be 
enlightened. The document shows that the 
number borne on the pension roll is 291,656. 
The files show pending 275,078 original appli- 
cations and 22,123 for increase of pension. 
There are 79,583 cases on the rejected file, 
making a total on tile of 376,784. The total 
amount disbursed up to the present time un- 
der the act for payment of arrears is $9,739,- 
150,698. Theestimate for future payments of 
arrears under existing laws jis put at $204,795,- 
000, which would increase the roll to 4,145,700 
persons, and the annual value from $30,013,-

THE'ATLANTA POST-OFFICE, 

We print in another column some interest- 
ing figures relating to the working of the At- 
lanta post office during the past fiscal year.

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MR. STEPHENS’ PARDONS 


HE EXPLAINS AHY HE HASISSUED 
THEM. 


An Authorized Statement of the Number of Pardons 
and Commutstions Made-Some Remarkabie 
Cases—A Woman Com fined for Life and No 
One Kaows Why—A Smali Forgery. 


Yesterday Governor Stephens sent for one 
of the editors of Tue ConsTiTUTION. 

“T gent for you,” said Governor Stephens, 
“to say why I had nothing to say to your re- 
porter about pardons that I had granted, and 
to complain about the manner of the publi- 
cation made by your reporter.”’ 

“Tn the first place every case that I have 
acted on has a history. I have carefully 
studied each case, the evidence and the facts 
that induced me to grant the pardon is on 
file, and when the 
will receive my report; if any one has 
any right to comp! lain, let them speak. There 
is in this state over twelve hundred convicts. 
It is mv duty to look over these cases, ex- 
amine them care fully andif I tind where it 
is my duty to exercise executive clemency, I 
shall not be frightened from that duty by 
yublic clamor. These cases are before me 
just like the docket of the criminal court is 
before the judge. If I evade that duty 
J am not fit tor the office. 

WHY HE PARDONS, 

be | pardoned since I have 
been governor about forty-two cases, 
Over half of this number was recom- 
mended to me as suitable persons to be 
pardoned by the penitentiary committee of 
the legis'ature, backed by the strongest kind 
of recommendation. Many of the remaining 
cases are small cases, remitting a part ofa 
fine, when I had evidence that it was impos- 
sible to pay the whole fine. Your reporter 
had it that I have ordered fines refunded— 
that is ridiculous. I cannot ordey a fine re- 
funded, and never did. My reason for not 
having anything to say isthis: I have done 
nothing but my duty—it has not been 
my habit in. lite to stop and 
explain my official acts, but I have 
never evaded any re sponsibility When any 
one having the right to look into them waut- 
edto. IfIigivethe facts in each case, as I 
propose to do to the legislature, it will be 
more than any newspaper would be willing 
to publish, and when IJ make my report | 
want the record made up and then | am ready 
for the condemnation of any honest wan, if 
I deserve it.’’ 

We suggested to Governor Stephens that 
we had heard objections made that he had 
pardoned men guilty of burglary in the 
night and forgery? 

ABOUT THE BURGLARS. 

“Well, replied Mr, Stephens, I will just give 
you the facts in those two cases. 1 did par- 
don one man for burglary in the night, and 
one for forgery. Take the first case—Henry 
Harrison, a negro from my own county. 
charged with burglary in the night. He 
broke open anegro shanty anc took a bushel 
of meal and some meat trom another nexro. 
The aggregate value of the property did not 
amount to four dollars. The negro hasserved 
four years ar.d four mont His pardon was 
recommended by some of the best people in 
my county. The negro has a famfliy, and if 
be had served out his term he would hay: 
been discharged in August. By pardoning 
him now he has the opportunity, if he will, 
to make a crop by commencing tne first of 
the year, and for this reason I relieved him 
of afew months of his service. 

A TWENTY-FIVE CENT FORGER, 

‘Now the case ot forgery. A mamaddicted t 
the use of opium was away from his home 
without friends orwithout money. He forged 
an order pn a responsible party for twenty- 
five cents’ worth of morphine and gotit. He 
was prosecuted, got.up before the court, 
plead guilty and stated the facts. The judge 
had no discretion. The shortest time he 
could be sentenced under the law was two 
years, and he was sentenced for that time, 
and I had the strongest kind of evidence that 
the man deserved executive clemency, and I 
did not hesitate to grant it. 

“So it is with all the cases I have acted on, 
with a few exceptions. I grant there may 
be a difference of opinion with me among 
many about my action in the Cox case, and 
in the Alford case, and in other cases, but I 
am ready tostand on my judgment in all 
these cases before God and man: and as I 
said before, when I make my report, which I 
sha!l do fully and carefully, chen | am ready 
to compare my record with any governor that 
has preceded me. In the Alford case, Judge 
Hillyer, who tried the case, signed his appli- 
cation for pardon. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE, 

‘I said,” continued Governor Stephens 
“that every convict hada history. There is 
one that has no history now serving a life 
sentence in the Georgia penitentiary. It isa 
woman, and I am going to pardon her. She 
has been in the penitentiary since 1865. She 
commenced herservice when the peniten- 
tiary was at Milledgeville. There isnorecord 
of where she came from or what crime she 
committed—nothing but that she issentenced 
for life. The woman says she came from 
Albany, Georgia, but does not know what 
crimeshe is charged with. I had my secre- 
tary to write to Albanyand they can give no 
accountof her. For eighteen years she has 
been a convict. The state has _forgot- 
ten her offense. She has forgotten 
it. Friendless and ignorant, she has been 
working faithfully for eighteen years, and 
uniess [ tind out something about her case to 
make me change my mind, I shall pardon 
her, and show that the state of Georgia can 
forgive as well as forget the misdeeds of even 
u poor, ignorant negro woman. 

THE PARDONS REFUSED. 

‘Another fact,’”’ continued Mr. Stephens, 
“the public never hear of the pardons I re- 
fuse. I have refused many because I knew 
it would not be for the good of society. Here 
are cases for perjury, for ourglary, for larceny, 
for murder, for manslaughter, and almost 
every crime on the calendar, that I have been 
over and refused to pardon, but when I find 
a case that does require executive clemency 
I shall not be deterred from _per- 
forming my duty as_ governor. of 
Georgia, on account of public 
clamor. I think,’’ said Governor Stephens, 
“thatthose who are so ready to complain at 
me for my acts would do well to wait until 
they had heard all the facts connected with 
what bdo. Very few men who deserve to be 
Governor of Georgia could go over the cases 
Ihave investigated and find less than fifty 
cases that required a pardon. I may have 
committed an error issome, but I don’t think 
so, and I am not unwilling for the people of 
Georgia. to passon my conduct when they 
know the facts in each case,”’
